Owing to the untimely death of Dr. Carpenter, your 
Medical Officer of Health, before the completion of this 
report, it has fallen to my lot to give this brief summary of 
the Vital Statistics and work of the Public Heaith Department 
for the Borough for the year 1945. 


The birth rate and the death rates were both lower 
: than for the previous year but the infantile mortality rate 
a '. was somewhat higher. The amount of notifiable infectious 
Fae diseases continued low and the total number of notifications (94) 
was nearly made up of measlés. You will note with satisfaction 
that diphtheria was again cbsent from the Borough.

The general standard of cleanliness in this Borough is high 
and the amount of infestation is minimal. 


The methods adopted for promotion of hygiene are vigorous 
and prompt, this obviating contagion by contact. 


The action is facilitated by reason of the fact that there 
is a close liaison between the Health Visitor acting for the Borough and 
the School Nurse working under the auspices of the County Council, 
both resident under the Superintendent of the District Nursing Associa- 
tion. The latter is officially appointed as Infant Life Protection 
visitor in the Borough. 


Furthermore, the Medical Officer of Health acts in the capacity 
of School Medical Officer. Where extreme measures are necessary 
assistance is afforded by the Inspector of the N.S.P.C.O.
